How oftea have we, Reproach’d Prince 
Lewy of Baden for lying ftil, when he has 
not been able to a, for want both of Men 
and Money, till that brave General, the 


Greateft Man of A@ion of his Time, us’d 


to fay, That ‘no greater Misfortune could 
befal a Maft of Honour, than to be General 
of the Army of the Empire ? 

How many Years ago might the Empe- 
‘rer have made Peace with his Hungarian 
Subj:@s, and thereby have had, atleaft 
30000 Veteran Troops, andafl the Treafure 
fpent on that fide, tohave been Employ’d 
againft France, could he have been pre- 
vail’d with to have laid afide the Thirft af- 
ter Proteftant Blood, fo Inherent in that Fa- 
mily 3 Could he have put off the Spirit of 
Perfecution, and had he had the Intereft 
of the Confederates at Heart, equal tothe 
Tyranny of his Priefts over the Proteftant 
‘Churches ? 

How eafily might the beft Defign that 
ever the Confed-rates form’d on that fide, 
have Succeeded ? I mean the entering the 
Kingdom of France, and the Siege of 
Thoulon ; had not the Emperor’s private 
Iutereft for the Redu@ion of Naples, car- 
ryed away 14000 Veteram Troops frem his 
Army, and let chat Siege Mifcarry, meerly 
for want of Men. 

How manyCampaigns ago had the French 
been Ruin’d, if after the feveral Defeats 
given them ia Flanders, they had not been 
able to draw whole Armies ata Time from 
the Rbixe, to reftore their Affairs, while 
the Affairsof the Emperor, wholly Ne- 
gizGed and miferably Abandon’d, could 
make no Diverfion, or fo much as keep the 
Troops there, which were at firft thought 
needful for their Defence ? 

How long ago had the Empire icfelf 
been Ruio’d, and that meerly from the 
Negleéting the Defence of the Empire on 
this Side, had not the Confederate Forces 
at the Charge of this very Nation, March’d 
into Bavaria, and at the Memorable Battle 
of Blenbeim, reftor’d the Emperor to his 
Throne, asi¢ may be call’d; for itis evi-

And is this the fame Prince who ab 
ly refufes fo muchasto Treat with the Ee 
nemy, tho’ all the reft of the Confederates 
fhould agree to meet inageneralCongrel, 
only becaufe he apprehends, that the whole

Twice the Emperor has Rejedted the 
Poffeffion of Spin and the Indies, only be- 
caufe he would not part withany Thinghe 
could keep; once inthe Cafe ofthe Treaty = 
of Partition And once in the laft Treaty 
of Preliminaries ; when, wouldthey have = 
given Naples, Sicily, and Sardivia to King 
Philip, he would gladly have accepted it; 
fo that all the Warand Blood firice, has 
been to gain Naples and Sicily for King 
Charles; now he is become Emperor, he 
has poffefs’d all /taly, and is like to be of- 
fer’d a great deal more, but will have All 
or None, and would have all the World 
make War to get ic for him, when half 
that World are of the Mind he fhould not 
have if. 

If he expeed all this, he fhould have 
Exerted himfelf (I mean him the Emperor, 
not his prefent Majefty, for he was not 
bones cas when it might have been 

to palim——-—-But now, perhaps it 
may be too late to truft to it. Re 

But why does he refufe to Treat? The 
Cafe is plain, not left it fhould be demand- 
ed of him to quit Spsin and the Indies, but 
jeft it fhould be demanded of him to quit 
any Thing at all; defiring, no doubt, that 
the Confederates fhould fight to the laft 
drop, to accumulate Conquefts and King- 
doms to be given tohim, who fome think 
may be great enough with what he ha. 
Bat if Spain and the Jndies be fo Dangerous 
togive to France, as nodonbt itis, Why 
fhould not his Imperial Majefy ‘pat it iate 
the Confederates Power ata Treaty, to of- 
fer Pbilip fach Equivalent for quitting them, 
as they may judge Reafonable to let him 
have, and fo Secure Spzix and the /udies for 
the Emperor, which will be lefs gratch’d 
to him, when he fhall be remov'd from Jtsly, 


vy 
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by the Addition of which he would be too 
Formidable. 


But tbe Cafe us plain, the true Germas 
Principle is, to hold what they have, and 
make us fight for the reft ; there is no doubt, 
bat if the Emperor will come into fucha 
Partition, as the Confederates may approve 
of, they may oblige France to acquiesce, and 
quit to him Spain and the Indies ; but while 
he poffeffes all /taly, and thea refufes to 
Treat, the Cafe is plain, he will not putit 
in your Power, to offer King Philip any 
Thing at foe me : = 

Suppofe for the purpefe wow, that it fhould 
Psd the onye tae Le oer Sg ina at 
the approaching Treaty, to oblige the pre- 
fent Poffeffor King Philip, to quit easel 
‘the Indies, and that the Emperor fhould 
give the Kingdoms of Sicily, and 
Sirdinia to King Philip -————— And {up- 
pofe the French _— fubmits to this ——= 
What muft be done ? The Emperor by re- 
fufing to Treat, refules to. grant this; What 
then moft be done? Why, fay fome, we 
muft force the Emperor to it ——. A very 
wife Propofal truly! What, force him to 
give half a Crown for a Guinea! Force him 
to quit Naeples for Spain, and Sardinia for 
the Jndies? Befides, how will you do this ? 
You muft be juft to your ‘Treaties, and is 
not this Treating without the Concert of 
your Allies ? Is not this making a Separate 
Treaty, the Emperor ftanding out ? —— 
So that the Sum of the Cafe is this ; - 7be 
Emperor will part with nothing, and we muft 
fight on till we get him all 5. and left you 
fhould be: -forward to give him Rea- 
fons why, for Peace fake, he fhould do 
fomething, he Anticipates you, by refufing 
to meet, or fo much as talk about it. 

‘Fhis refufing to fend Minifters to a Trea- 
ty, has fomething quite New in it indeed ; 
for tho’ France thould offer 2]] we ask, yet 
no Peace can be made, fay they, ifthe Bm- 
peror willnot Treat, becaufe no Treaty is 
to be made but by common Confent, and 
we will make Britain and HoBand fight on 
as long as we pleafe, fay they,and whocan 
blame them too ?°For whatever is gain’d, 
is to them. 

Now I would fain hear what our People 


would fay ; fuppofing France fhould offer 
toremove King Philip, and quit Spain and 
the Indies, upon the Emperor’s giving Nae 
ples, Sicily and Sardiwia? (Lo all my name- 
ing Spain here, Lam to be underftood not 
of the Spanifb Monarchy, but of Old Spain.) 
Would not we be all very glad of it, as weil 
to weaken and Separate the Imperial Pow- 
er, as co get it out of the Hands of France? 
But neither can this be done, becatfe the 
Emperor will not Treat atall, and we maft 
not Treat without hin. — 

Thus we muft carry on the War at ourown 
Expence, Lofs, and Hazard, purely to get - 
Naplesand Sardinia to the Emperors let 
any one count the Coft, and tell me‘if itbe 
Rational. 

The Queen has declar’d, She refolves to 
nfe Her Utmoft endeavour toRecover Spain 
and the Judies from the Houfe of Bourbonne x 
fo the Cafe is now more clear, That the 
Defign is not to give it upto France, and 
tbat Clamour may, we hope, reft a-while 
—— Aad it isto be obferv’d, she Addrefs 
and Advice of the Houle of Lords, is only, 
That itis not Safe to leave Spzix and the 
Indies to them 5 formerly it was so Part of 
the Spanith Mondrcky: But the Lords do 
not fay now, That it may not be Safe ta 
give King Philip fométhing in Italy, to Sa- 
tisfie him for’ quisting Spain and the Indies 5 
and what is this but the Pavtisien I have 
been talking of 2-I¢is apparent, as J bave 
often nosed, that fomething would have been 
given at the laf Treaty, and it is’ appa- 
rent, the Lords leave Room to fuppofe it 
HOW ——— But the Imperial Councils fore- 
feeing they moft quic that Something, and 
being refolv’dto quit Noshjng, They re- 
je@a Treaty in General, and We maft 
fight on, till we getit all for them ———= 
sat Man cao fay why the Empercr fhould 
fo Abfolutely Refufe so Treas, it is mugh we. 
do nothear it: Ata Treaty, indeed, -she 
Emperor might Refufe che Conditions of- 
f.r’d, and no doubs i¢ might be cougted 
Reafonable ; but ro refufeto Treat, when 
the reft of his Allies Confenttoit, feems a 
Step altogether New, and what I bave rare- 
ly, if cwga tet with before.
